Father Byrne's Address. 

Father Byrne said: No mun 
likes to be set down 4s emotional, 
He has the general iden that 
emotional displays are, to put it 
familiarly, “sloppy.” that.they belic 
his maniiness and rob him of a 
title to which we all aspire—a man 
of character. It may be for this 
reason that a payehologieat bate 
has raved about the nature of the 
emotions from the days when the 
Stoies denied the distinct existunce 
of sentimental feelings to more 
recent. times, when disciples of 
Herbart would reduce them to mere 
sensation-tones. Ht is beside our 
purpose to linger on this battle- 
field. We all clearly distinguish 
our emotion: or sentiments from 
the sensations with which they are 
connected, and from the ideas with 
which they are linked. Thus, to 
take a simple example, on a hot 
day the sensation 
flawing over me is agreeable, but if 
the cold water, instead of coming 
from the shower, is duc, to the an- 
solicited attention of a smal! boy 
with a syringe, Instead of joy IT ex- 
perience the emotion of —anrer, 
which betrays iteelf at once in my 
face, and the idea of the insult 
serves to necontuate my rage, The 
more angry T become the less rea- 
soned action dv I show in my 
emotional display. 

Emotional . Rule, 

This illustration brings home to 
us the wide part. which emotions do 
play -in our lives; #0 wide a part 
that most lives seemed to be ruled 
by emotion rather than by reason, 
henee the work of a League of 
Nations, on a large scale and, on a 
small, the appeal to common sense 
in everyday life. The emotions 
are the reaching out of the mind 
in an effort of striving towards the 
object presented to it. The striv- 
ing may be agrecable or disagree- 
able, or it may’ be associated with a 
notion of difficulty or danger; so 


darise the different emotions of joy 


ov sadness, desire or abhorrence, 
love or hatred, on the one hand, and, 
on the other, hope or despair, cour- 
age or fear, anger. . ‘ 

Now you will notice that all these 
emotions seom to by common ta us 
and to the animals. If a dog shows 
jealousy when another dor is petted, 
we offen hear {he remark: “how 
like a human being! We ought 
to prt it the other way and say: 
“how like my dog Tam when f 
show angty jealousy?" The dog 
ne ses above his canine nature; 
he is always true to his animal 
self; but 1, wha am capable of 
magnanimity, of gencrosity, of an 
international outinok, debiase my 
spiritual nature if I join my dog 
in his growl in the kennel of my 
oWn back-yard! Is it not because T 
have at least a subconscious idea 
that human. conduct regulated by 
emotions Is.derogutory to man’s 
higher nature that I resent the 
epithet “emotional fallow"? .

The ‘extinction of the clephant, 
rhinoceros and hippopotamus — in 
Africn within 60 years is forecast 
by Maj. R. W. G. Hingaton, who 
has proposed ‘to the Royal Geo. 
xraphical Society the establishment 
of a system of permanent national 
parks. Every Inrge animal of 
which? there- was: nny record, he 
said, had, been eradicated -by — the 
hand of man. Tf was true. that 
there were many sanctuaries — in 
Africa where animals might not be 
molested and where they might not 
be killed, but anfortunatady moat 
of these had no permanency. The 


right of sanctuary could be remov- 


ed as easily da it could be imposed, 
Jut a national purk would be on a 
more xtable basis. 2

In Afr namely the  Kreuger 
Natlonal Park [nthe Transvant 
and the Pare National Albert in 
the Belgian Congo.

DEATH ‘OF POPULAR BELGIAN 
ee VIOLINIST. 


«Brussels, May 12, 

The. denth is announced of the 
famous, violin{at and composer, 
Eugene Ysaye.—Renter. 

[Lugene Ysaye, the famous 
Belgian violinist and .conductor, 
was born at Liege in July, 1858. 
He received his first music lessons 
from his father and uppeared in 
-public_at-the -age of -G. - Entering 
the Liege  Conscrvatolre, she 
studied the violin with Massart 
and harmony with Dupuls. In 
1867 he won the second prize, He 
continued his training under 
Wieniawski and obtained a Gov- 
ernment subsidy tlirough = the 
influence of‘ Vieuxtemps who 
thought very highly of him. In 
1879 he played at concerts In 
Cologne and Aix-la-Chapelle, and 
in 1881 became concertmuster of 
Rilse’s orchestra in Berlin, Next 
year he heyan to tour and often 
appeared with Anton Rubinstein. 

In 1883 he settled in) Parts 
where he enjoyed the friendship 
of Cesar Franck and Vincent 
D'Indy, but returned to Brussels 
in 1886 ns first violin professor at 
the conservatoire, The string 
quartette which he started in 1888 
With Murchot, Van Hout and J. 
Jacob soon achieved great renown, 
fn 1894 he founded an orchestra 
with the title of the "Societe des 
Concerts Ysaye." He resigned his 
Professorship at the conservatoire 
in 1897, retaining only the leader- 
ship of the orchestra, Next year 
he declined the conductorship of 
the New York — Philharmonic 
Society, He has made many tours 
in Britain, on the Continent and 
in the United States, attaining 
great popularity, and often appear- 
ed with the famous pianist Busoni., 
Ysaye is noted for his unusual 
verve of expression and his bril- 
liant technique, In 1913. he was 
appointed musical director to the 
Belgian court After the outbroak 
of the war he went to American 
where he obtained the post) of 
conductor at Cincinnati and held 
it ti 1921 when he returned to 
Brussels.

Violin concertos, variations on a 
theme by Paganini, and a number 
of smaller violin pieces, including 
the “Poeme Elegaigque’.

Little Calm Renson. 


Whether we like it or not, the 
painful truth remains that we are 
creatures of our emotions, They 
are for ever casting disturbing 
shadows over the sun of reason and 
clouding the manifestation of true 
love by its counterfeits of sentl- 
mental joys.and desires. In fact, 
when we come to ask ourselves what 
scope calm reason has in big things 
or in little, the answer {fs aur- 
prisingly disappointing. If we 
look back over any century of the 
history of human thought, ‘hardly 
five per cent are original thinkers. 
ten per cent occupy themselves in 
trying to understand and explain 
the original thinkers, the remaining 
eighty-five want, at all costs, to be 
saved the Inbour of thinking for 
themselves. Thus we can recall, at 
once, the namea of Aristotle, Plato, 
St. Augustine, St. Thomas Aquinas, 
Pasteur, Kant, Darwin. They were 
original thinkers: their thoughts 
may, at times, have led them 
astray, but they did think for them- 
selves, Round them grew up 
schoola. Libraries were filled with 
volumes written by disciples to try 
and explain what the ortinal 
thinkers meant. : : 

No! ‘real thought, calm reason 
guiding lives is not 6 common. Is 
there not. a danger of reducing 
patriotism to tlag-waving and pro- 
cessiona, all of which are emotional 
appeals? And do we not find people 
ready to condemn as unpatriotic a 
man who, in these days of emotional 
enthusiasm, prefers to remain at 
home reading the history of his 
country or the lives of the great 
men who have built it up. about 
which the bonfire kindlers and the 
flag-wnavers may knew nothing. It 
ix not that we condemn these out- 
ward manifestations: it is not that 
we should repress the emotions in 
our Hyer. The sense life is a very 
real part of man’s life: the emotions 
are just as much a portion of his 
complex make-up as his intellect and 
will, ‘bul they are the less noble 
part: and they are the most dan- 
Kerous part. They are like the 
steam in the engine, whieh must 
be under control, A man without. 
passions, a man who could not 
laugh with the abandon of good 
humour, who could not amile with 
the satisfaction of joy, who could 
never shed a 
sorrow’s hour would be a monster 
indeed; but a man-who trembles 
with fear at every breath of ad- 
versity, who despairs of playing 
2 manly part. who explodes with 
angry passion at the slightest con- 
tradiction, a man, in fact who is rul- 
ed by his emotions, is an equally un- 
desirable specimen of the creature 
“made to the image of God." 


Killing Timeg 


There isa crime for which no legal 
penalty is assigned. It is of daily 
occurrence: it ix not characteristic 
of the coolic ‘strate of life: it is 
rather the perquisite of the well-to- 
do; it is a crime to which the cul- 
prits—-and how many of us have 
not fallen sometimes-—readily plead 
ruilly, using an epithet which, with 
another, substantive, would mean 
the law courts; [ refer to the crime 
of “killing time.” Little by little,

But we refer 
lo football just to show how tt de- 
yelops ottr emotional Hfe. Some 
day, when one Is not personally in- 
terested in the playing teams, ft is 
interesting to watch the spectators, 
One of the playors has broken away 
with the ball; he is nearing the 
onl line: the excitement of the 
crowd becomes: Intense; the sup- 
porters of the possible scorer be- 
tray on their faces and In their 
restures alternate emotions of Joy, 
hope; desire; his opponents fear, 
sadness and, If they think that the 
refereer is not doing hia duty, 
anger, Hf the player sccures the 
goal, the tension, which was very 
srrent, relaxes: for those on his side 
it is replaced by the emotion of joy 
—hilarious joy, if the goal be the 
winning one of the match: on the 


other side, the tension yields to sad. |.

Emotion’s Wider Scope. 


Briefly, if we sit down one day 
to estimate the part played in our 


lives by emotion, and the part play. , 


ed by reason, docs it not look as if 
emotion had a wider scope than that 
with which we may. have credited 
it” Tt is easy to discern: our 
emotions. One and all they are 
charactetised by (1) badily res 
sonance of complex, nature, (some 
very interesting: experiments were 
earried out by Walter B. Cannon to 
show the Increase of adrenalin and 
of sugar in the blood due to any 
violent emotion) and (2) they are 
due to reaction to intellectual’ in- 
sight, Simple feelings, such as 
pleasure and pain, are distinet from 
them, Every emotion comprises 
one or more simple feelings to- 
gether with mental concepts or 
pictures, sensations and a bodily 


‘renction which Bain called the dif- 


fusive wave of emotion. 

Quite apart from the pleasurable 
sensations in the case of agreeable 
emotions, and the warning value of 
disagreeable ones, emotional — ex- 
eitement plays other useful parts 
in the ordering of our lives. Thus, 
the addition of adrenalin to the 
blood helps to diminish the fatigue 
of the muscles, due ‘to excitement; 
it also helps to decrease the time 
for the coagulation of the blood. 
These physical advantages which 
nre many constitute’ study in 
themselves. We mention them to 
round off the subject. With the 
considerations which we have put 


before you, -we have conclusive evi- {- 


den¢e that our daily lives are widely 
swayed by emotions and that, per- 
haps, we have not so much cause for 
being offended if we were classed 
as emotional, recognizing, at the 
same time how undesirable it is 
that the emotions «hauld rule our 
lives.—(Applause), +

MERCERISED SILK: 


The manngements of four dif- 
ferent shops were summoned he- 
fore Mr. I jiton at the Kowloon 
Magistracy this morning, at the 
instigation of Mesara. Clark and 
Co,, Ltd, under the Trade Marka 
Ordinance, alleging an Infringe- 
ment of the “Anchor marks ap- 
pled to the firm’s mercerised silk 
thread. 

The defendants were Ying Fat- 
chang, of 190, Shanghai Street. 
Luen Yick Kwan Kee, firm of 209, 
Shanghai Street, the Wing Hing, 
of 623, Shanghai-Strect, and the 
Wing On of 487, Shanghaf Street. 

Mr. I. C. Macnamara appeared 
for the complainant firm. 

In answer to the summonses, 
the defendants al] stated that they 
had purchased the skeins of thread 
from travelling tradera and were 
hot aware that the trade marks 
were infringements. 

His, Worship asked) Mr. Macna- 
mara what evidence he. had that 
the defendants were wilfully, de- 
frauding the compliinants. 

Mr. Macnamara replied that 
once the goods were found in’ the 
possession of the defendants it 
was for them to show ignorance. 
The onus was thrown on then to 
show that they had ne gublty 
Kriowtecdseer. 

Addtessing the defendants, his 
Worship oasked if they wished te 
offer any evidener which | would 
show hin that they had taken all 
reasonable precautions acainsl ae. 
cepting goods bearing false trade 
marks, 

The dvfendants repented — that 
they had purchased the thread 
without knowing it bore false trade 
marks. :
